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PROPOSED NEW COINAGE 
The treasury department proposes to coin two 
new monetary exchange pieces, a half cent piece 
and a one mill piece. The half cent piece would 
be coined of copper and the one mill pieces would 
be made of aluminum alloy. Authority of con­ 
gress will be the deciding factor. 
The purpose of these new coins would be to 
enable exact payment of sales tax in the v arious 
states where the amount of the tax is added to 
each purchase. In all instances now, the tax is 
computed on a percentage basis as is necessary 
with the denomination of coins that we hav e 
and the small purchase is charged with the near­ 
est penny. This causes the purchaser to pay a 
much higher rate on small purchases than what 
the v arious laws demand. 
Just how the public xwill react to the small 
coins if they are put into circulation, is a ques­ 
tion. There is no doubt but that they would 
prov e a nuisance to the av erage person so far as 
carrying and handling them would be concerned. 
They would represent quite a bulk of no great 
v alue to clutter up pock ets and purses. It would 
also work a hardship on merchants as the extra 
trouble of mak ing change would prov e v ery 
bothersome. But the money sav ed by the public 
in excessiv e sales tax charges may prov e to com­ 
pensate for the extra trouble. If it does, the 
coins will be popular. It is also a possibility that 
the resentment and annoyance ,ov er the sales 
taxes may be increased by the adv ent of the new 
coins. 
It is predicted by some that the proposal of the 
new coins is the forerunner of a federal sales tax 
but this intention has been denied by high au­ 
thority. Little difficulty is foreseen in getting 
the sanction of congress concerning the addition 
of these small pieces to our coinage system.
